million tanks! “Every day the drill is the 
same—move’em, fill’em, load’em, un- 
load’em and refill’em. And, once you have 
done that, do it once or twice more before 
the day is over.” In case you've forgotten, 
a single 80 cubic foot tank weighs ap- 
proximately 43 pounds full. And, who 
does the filling and schlepping? Well, it’s 
not the guests! 

For Grand Cayman captains/divemas- 
ters such as Moke Huck and Paul 
Lawrence of Don Foster’s Diving and 
David Black of Bob Soto’s, much of the 
day also involves maintenance and piloting 
the dive boats. “Generally, we have to be 
at work no later than 8:00 am for start-up. 
The day consists of doing all the necessary 
things: loading tanks, prepping the engine, 
making sure there’s water on board, guid- 
ing the boat up to the beach or dock, 
checking the roster, then helping everyone 
get aboard. Ona slow day, we might 
spend an afternoon working on the boat
